ZtsEuormoas Proportions In Canada 
! v and tho States, 

. A statement obtained from the Me- 
teorological Oflice, Toroiilto, shows the 
enormou.=, cAtent of tliu late urouglu. 
In tho jMississippi Valley, and over 
most of the United States effected by 
tho drought, tho rainfall is usually 
nuuh greater than in Canada, and if 
the average deiiciency for the four 
months be nssumcd to bo only ten 
unchos, the lack of rain on the area of 
1^.^)00,000 miles rea'diing from Texas 
to -Montreal would equal the total area 
of Lakes Su|)erior, Michigtui, Huron, 
Frie and Ontario, .and several of the 
smaller lakes added, with tin average 
de])th lliroughout of fifteen feet, or 
satlicicnt to lloat tho largest vessel that 
navigates tho lakes. If gathered to- 
gother with a dciith of 120 feet — tho 
average depth of Lake Eric — a lake 
would be formeil somewdiat larger than 
that lalce, M'hicdi is lilO miles in length 
by from ^lO to 00 broard. if the de- 
ficiency over tho Province at large be 
estimated at four inches for July and 
.August, tho deCidency in tlui Provinc- 
of Ontario froiu Lidce Xipissing south- 
ward would etpial a lake 10 miles 
hnig, Ll.'i miles wide, and .0 feet Lleep. 
The limits of the drought are not pro- 
ciselv known, but tho area may be 
I'oughly (Icseribed as an immense oval 
extending from Central To.xas in the 
southw(\sl to a little lieyond Montreal 
in the ntirlhwcst, and from Kansas 
and Iowa to(.'eort;ia on a northwest 
aiul .southeast lini'. 'I'his iiicluiles a 
territiny i.liOO miles liy over I'OO 
miles wide, embracing nearly 1,j00,- 
000 square miles— eight times as large 
as I'rance, or thirteen times as large 
as lliM'al Britain ami Ireland. In 
(icia'^ia, and also in \'irginiu and 
oilirr iriitral parts of this area, tlie 
droiiglii \v;n intense for between three 
and four nionths, while generally else- 
where it was only iu July, August and 
September that the efl'ecta of tho dry 
weather W(.re at all marked. 'The 
total di'tieii'iicy over tho area referred 
to was 1,11)0,000 cubic miles of water. 
>Jiagara Falls at flood lieight, discharg- 
ing at tho rate of one million cubic 
feet of water ppr second, would require 
one whole year to pour this vast quan- 
tity of water over into the raging 
chasm below. 

I'r'.i.'r nionths lia\c been known be 
fore. .\oi,'ust, 187'), was warmer than 
the p;ist .'\ugust, aiul no rain whatever 
fell, but tho drought was by no means 
.so extended as tiiia season nor of so 
great duration. The summer of 18G8 
was hotter — except in September — and 
July in Hamilton averaged 80" in the 
aluule, with a maximinn of 100.^", or 
highi'r than it has been known in 
either .\ r\v 1 irleans or C.-dcutta, but 
the nunfall of June, July and .August 
was quite equal to that of the same 
months this year, and the drought was 
[ireccdcd by a .May in w hich at 'Toronto 
7.t'i7 inclie.i of rain fidl, and followed 
by ii Sc|itcmber with l.'JI inclics. This 
}'i'ar .'^^••pti'inliiu' lias onlv been exceeded 

iu disness liv Aiiril and .'vunjust.

eil alMiut .May ".nl, nor the drought has 
yet ended in Ontario, though in Ohio, 
Kentucky ,aiid the Wo.storu States 
heavy ridiis have fallen. 

Of previous years in this century 
18.") I is most remarkable for widely ex- 
tended ami prolonged drought, but tho 
rainfall was greater than in tliis sum- 
mer. The year I 8 1 9 was cicessively 
dry o'. er a limited area, and in fact 
eve y few years tlicre lia\'o l.ieen jiarts 
of tin? continent more or less atlected 
by a damaging lack of rain. An ex- 
tended drought, such as has been cx- 
poricnced thi.s summer, may not be 
known again on this continent for a 
ccnturv .

Beautiful Woathor — Larso Exhibits

Ycstofiiay, tho nponiiig of tlie Hiitiali 
Columbia AgricuUuml Associatiou's .Sliow 
and Fair, dawned brightly. The day was 

roally tlic most bciiiitiful uf tliis o.tceptiun- 
ally lieautiful autumn. Tlio late rains 
liad laid tho dust and iiMiowcd the carpet 
of verdure wliich the previous heat liad 
scorched, and huii,' hefciro the hour 
[irrivod fur ojieiiing the tir.Ht s}iuw and 
fair of tho B.C. Assnciati'in vehicles tllleti 
witli passengers wore seen rolling towards 
tlie ^'ictori;v Driving Park. 'I'lio park is 
.situated ciii Cadl)Oi'o iiay mad .aliout tun 
Iwti miles from town. Cadlioro IJ.-iy 
road affords tlie most deliglitfiil ilrive (ui 
the North Pacific coast. Itha.sasolid 
bed and i.-i fringi-d with tall oaks trees, 
well-kept orchai-ds .-uid beautiful villa 
residences; in front of each tliero is an 
invariable /xui' ri t: tilled \vith the choicest 
flowers ami plaiit.s. < h er tliia picturesque 
road all day yesterday there bowled merry 
crowds of [jcople l)ound to or from tho 
show and fair.

Several days ago the fn/oir/u Uu-A'ttt- 
Containing tho govenior-genenil's pro- 
clamation naming Tliursday, Oct. 20th, ;us 
a day of general thanksgiving throughout 
the Uoniiiiion, arrived by mail. The gov- 
ernnieiit were undoubtedly made aware 
of this fact simultaneously with the re- 
ceipt of the ddziilr or ju'oliably before. 
With their characteristic .md persistent 
disregard of public iutorfists and public 
ouiivi'iiience, they took no notice what- 
ever of tiie governfU'-general'H etuniuand, 
and the evening of the I'.fth .arrived with- 
out any aniinuucemeiit that the next day 
wnssetapart for the ii.iti' ii:il tlninksgiving. 
^VitIlilla few hours of the ilawii of tho 
2()th it suiUlenly struck the government 
that it was their duty to proclaim a day 
of tliank.-^giving. A telegram was dis- 
patched to the lieutenaut-govuriior, at 
Ashcroft, felling him what he ought to 
have had communicated to him two weeks 
before, and asking fur tho use of hi.s name 
at the foot of the usual provincial pro- 
clamation. It seeiiifl, however, that this 
WHS not obtainetl as tho iiTtice appe.ired 
in tho org.aii yoslnrday is sigiieil liy the 
dei>uty provincial secretary. This notice, 
dated 20th (yesterday) came out in 
tho government organ after almost every- 
body had gone to work aa usual. Among 
the very fow who take the organ in, per- 
haps c.inoi in ton observed the olisciin; 
notice; eonsequontly tho chnrclius wore 
not opun; no prayers were otl'ereii; none 
of the stores closed at all during the day. 
Tho btuiks did business till noon, and the 
cusLomary bustle prevailed on the streets 
till iiighffall. Jlany not knowing of tin; 
government announcement wiuideil their 
way across f!ie bridge to the public offices 
for tranaactiou of business but found tlu'in 
closed. They hail their joiirney for their 
pains. The public and high school pupils 
travelled through the mud at the call 
of the bell which rang as iisiud; and the 
government knowing that neither the 
pupils, jiiu'eiits nor teachers would see tlie 
.s'/i(m/ii/i/ sent up the siiperiiitondeiit of 
education to infonii them that the ilay 
was a hoiida\'. .^o f:ir, tlu'refore, as 
British Columbia is concerned, and \'ie- 
toria particularly, tliank.sgiviii!,' day was 
nut ubaervcd at all in consequence of the 
negligence, or something worse, id' the 
government in not attending to their 
duties, Tliia provincc would not have 
been a whit behind the eastern ones had 
the people boon made aware of tho gov- 
ernor-general's proclamation. Had the 
aMnounccinent appeared in last Saturday's 
'.'((:.//.■ even, ministers of tlie differont 
churches could have informed their con- 
gregations that Divine service would be 
holil yesterday. Matters across James'

Mouth of Columbia Rlvor. 

A.-<T.)Ri.\. Oct. 18— .0:20 p.m.— Tho Bri- 
tish iron bark Feriigleri, Captain Bubb, 
from Wellington, New Zealand, wont 
ashore on Clatsop spit .Sunday morning 
at 4 o'clock; no pilot on board. .\ life 
boat from I'ort Caiiby station boarded her , 
tho .same day. -As the weather was then 
calm and prospects good for dri\'ing the 
ship over tho spit into the cliannel, the 
captain declined to abandon the ship. 
Ve'sterday a heavy southeast gale drtive 
the ship ftirtlior up. The oiptain sot a 
signal of distress, which was seen by the 
steamer Ocncral Caiibj- on her way to 
Astoria. As soon as the news reached 
here a party consisting of several ship 
masters returned on the Canby ;vith a 
ship lifeboat to render assistance. A heavy 
gale and running soa niatlo it impossiblo 
for the lifeboat or anything else to reach 
her. The ship was then upright witli sails 
set to drive. The Canby h.as just return- 
ed with the news that she is lui her beam 
ends, her spars gone ami the crew cling- 
ing to her sides, '^rho Canby is now leav- 
ing with another lifeboat and vtduntoors, 
who will take oft' tho crow if poaaiblo. 
Capt. Harris of tho U. S. life saving sta- 
tion has made two unsuccessful attempts 
to-day to reach her.

Forsler rrqilyiiig lo a deputation stat- 
ed that tho police in clearing Sackville 
streot acted upon instructions, to pre- 
vent the mob from taking possession of 
the street. If the mob had l)een allow 
ed to take po3.sc.ssion the consequences 
would have been far more lamentAblo. 
He regretted that anyone had been 
hurt, hut said should a like occasion 
arise he would certainly make uso of 
tho .same force. Forster concluded by 
saying it was tho duty of law abiding 
people to keep oat of tho way and 
avoid being implicated in tho disturb- 
ance. The rioters to-night are mostly 
roughs, women and corner boys, ready 
for any nuHehief. The police with dif- 
ficulty kept them from doing seriou.s 
mischief. 

In view of the explanation given by 
Forster, chief secretary for Ireland, 
(iray has withdrawn the statement tliaj 
he believes the police are acting under 
onlera of the government for the purpose 
of provoking a collision. Forster was 
protected by mounted police while driv- 
ing from his residence to the castle to- 
.lay. 

It is understood .Sexton luia declined 
the oiler of the govenimcnt to release him 
from imprisonment on account of his 
health, provided he leaves the country. 
It ia not considered probablo moinbors of 
parliament in Killmainham jail will l>o 
detained beyond three months.

The authorities 
keep the telegraph ofiico open all night 
for transmission of military and police 
telegrams.
